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Greenbelt Volunteers Are There 
To Save Lives, Fight Fires

This overview of the Green- 
belt Volunteer Fire Department 
and Rescue Squad, Inc. 
(GVFD&RS), is the first in a 
series of articles. A second ar- 
ticle, to appear in a later issue, 
will describe opportunities to 
join the squad and be trained 
as a volunteer firefighter or 
emergency rescue technician. 
(Volunteers are needed now, 
call 345-7000 for information.) 
The final article will consist of 
fire prevention tips from the de- 
_ partment. 

“I want to and will be there 
when the next emergency call 
comes in,” said Dick Wynkoop, 
outgoing GVFD&RS Chief, 
whose commitment to saving 
lives and property is typical of 
our community’s volunteer fire- 
fighters and emergency medical 
technicians. These are reassur- 
-ing words to hear. 

Greenbelt’s unpaid firefight 
ers and emergency medical 
technicians give many hours, 
days, and years to learn their 
professions and practice their 
skills during life-threatening 
emergencies and fires. They 
are highly trained and skilled 
professionals who volunteer for 
the sake of helping and giving. 

Who are they and what 
motivates them? This reporter 
interviewed several of the 
volunteers, each of whom has 
been involved in life-enhancing 
and property saving feats as a 
normal part of his or her ser- 
vice. The life of anyone in 
Greenbelt may some day de- 
pend on them, and the squad 
needs the community’s support. 


Squad Officers 
A Slate of officers and a 
Board of Trustees elected by 


the membership direct the op- 
eration of the GVFD&RS (see 
box). Together, this manage- 


ment team ensures the efficient. 


and economical running of the 
department, the training of 
personnel, and the maintenance 
of equipment. The line offic- 
ers, also elected, are responsible 
for the operational command of 
the department at emergency 
scenes.

Squad President 

Jay Remenick made the 
commitment to serve the GVF- 
DRS at the age of 16 and, like 
many other members, has de- 
voted years to the fire depart- 
ment. “There is nothing that 
can make me mad enough to 
quit the department!” he said. 

Throughout the years, Re- 
menick has risen to be the chief 
executive officer, and he is 
proud of his leadership role. 
The fire department is run like 
a business, and he is the chief 
administrator. His duties in- 
clude chairing the Board of 
Trustees, administering fi- 
nances, appointing committees, 
and managing the organization 
on a day to day basis. His 
wife, Nancy, leads the support- 


ing Auxiliary unit. 


Remenick is credited with 
saving a life. “It’s heart break- 
ing because I knew. the person,” 
Remenick recalled. “This indi- 
vidual had a broken neck. The 
windpipe was almost severed. 


That person could have died.” 

Remenick recalled another 
occasion when the department 
was called to a large building 
fire. “All the firefighters were 
ordered out of the structure be- 
cause it became unstable,” he 
said. “That’s when you know 
it’s bad! The roof collapsed. 
Everything started appearing as 
if it were in slow motion, We 
had a firefighter trapped inside 
and surrounded by fire. The 
biggest fear is that of losing a 
fellow firefighter, one of our 
family. On that day, luck was 
on our side. We used the tac- 
tics that were taught during 
training. Our firefighter made 
it out alive.” 


Fire Chief 
Gene Davis is the newly- 
elected Fire Chief. He ensures 
that the firehouse and apparatus 


- (which includes two hose trucks 


and an ambulance) are kept in 
good condition, and that mem- 
bers are trained properly and 
follow correct procedures. At a 
fire scene, he is the “incident 
commander,” overseeing 
firefighting operations and issu- 
ing instructions and orders to 
his personnel. He also coordi- 
nates firefighting efforts with 
other fire departments at the 
scene.

Delegates Field Queries 
On Stadiums at Hearings

The state funding of pro- 
football stadiums was the sub- 
ject causing the most discus- 
sion among the three 
Greenbelt representatives to 
the Maryland legislature who 
were present at a January 27 
open door meeting. State 
Senator Leo Green and Del- 
egates Joan Pitkin and James 
Hubbard fielded a wide vari- 
ety of questions from a small 
but dedicated group of 
Greenbelters who turned out 
for the Saturday morning ses- 
sion. | 
Dorothy Galvin of Orange 
Court expressed her opposi- 
tion to the two football stadi- 
ums to be located in Mary- 
land - one in Baltimore City 
and the other on the Wilson 
Farm tract in Prince George’s 
County. Both stadiums re- 
quire sizable fund expendi- 
tures by the state. Galvin 
was also concerned about the 
state’s having to pay for a 
lawsuit she said was filed by 


_the City of Cleveland against 


Governor Parris Glendening. 

“TI am all studied out,” Joan 
Pitkin said wearily. “Every- 
day we get a briefing [about 
the stadiums] and there are 
more to come.” She noted an 
upcoming joint public hearing 
on February 19. The deal for 
constructing a stadium in Bal- 
timore was struck in 1987, 
she said. Baltimore considers 
the two stadiums to be the 
center piece of their renais- 
sance. No tax dollars are in- 
volved. It will be funded by 
sports lotteries and Keno. 

The Baltimore deal lever- 
aged the state’s participating 
in the Cook stadium, Pitkin 
felt. (Jack Kent Cook, owner 
of the Washington Redskins, 
is to build the stadium in 
Prince George’s County.) 
Pitkin said that the building 
of the stadium would be the 
largest public works project 
ever done in the county. She 
felt that the media had not 
done a good job of reporting 
on the economic benefits 
brought about by these two 
facilities. The Governor was 
now beginning to focus atten- 
tion to those benefits. 


_ $100 Million Apart 

Hubbard said that he was 
$100 million apart from sup- 
porting the two stadiums. He 
felt that Cook should pick up 
the $23 million cost of storm 
drainage and parking lot con- 
struction. He felt the benefits 
to the Browns football organi- 
zation should be cut back by 
about $75 million. 

Green felt that the County 
Executive and Council had in- 
vited Cook to come to the 
county by amending its zon- 
ing laws. He noted, however, 
that the stadium would “put 
$250 million inside the 


Beltway,” providing jobs and 
economic development. The 
county, he felt,'would be get- 
ting $160 million up front, in- 
cluding a recreation center 
built by Cook and $78 million 
in road improvements from 
the state. -The state funds 
would come from motor ve- 
hicle revenues used for high- 
way improvements, not from 
the general tax fund. He felt 
it was a good deal for the 
county. 


A Town is Dying 

On the Browns stadium, 
the legislation was already on 
the books and empowered the 
governor and the stadium au- 
thority to make the best deal. 
Green said 400 cities are 
competing for football stadi- 
ums. As to Baltimore, “You 
are talking about a town that 
is dying,” he said. It has 
45% of the state’s welfare 
problems and probably 50% 
of the state’s crime. He felt 
that the stadium was an eco- 
nomic investment that did not 
use tax monies and that rev- 
enues generated by it will ex- 
ceed expenditures. “There is 
not much else we can do for 
the City of Baltimore,” Green 
added. 

He noted that the state was 
spending $100 million for an 
arts facility. “I don’t hear 
much fuss on that,” he said.

Those not 
registered with a political 
party that holds primaries may 
still vote for candidates in the 
county school board elections.

Funding of storm drainage 
improvements for Lakewood, 
zoning powers for Greenbelt, 
cut-backs in education for pris- 
oners and banning their paroles, 
gun ‘control, library funding, 
domestic violence counseling, 
access to the ballot and a pro- 
posed sales tax increase to fund 
costs related to ending school 
busing were topics raised by 
citizens to Greenbelt’s represen- 
tatives to the Maryland Tegisla- 
ture at an Open Door meeting.

ing, January. 27, meeting were., 


Senator Leo Green and Del- 
egates Joan Pitkin and James 
Hubbard. Delegate Mary 
Conroy was not present. A 
small group of interested 
Greenbelters turned out for the 
two hour meeting. 


Lakewood Drainage 


According to William 
Dupree, President of the Lake- 
wood Civic Association, county 
funds that had been allocated to 
undertake storm drainage im- 
provements once the city com- 
pleted an engineering study 
have been taken away by the 
county. He asked the delegates 
for their help. Pitkin told 
Dupree that he should contact 
Councilmember Audry Scott 
while Hubbard proposed send- 
ing a joint letter from the leg- 
islators to the County Executive 
inquiring why the funds were 
no longer available. 


1% Sales Tax. 


Dorothy Galvin of Orange 
Court expressed her opposition 
to increasing the sales tax. by 
1%, calling it a regressive tax. 
Green, who proposed the in- 
crease, responded that the num- 
ber one problem in the county 
is the school busing situation. 
He said it affected businesses 
locating here and property val- 
ues. He felt that the county 
should go to the court and say 
that it does not have a segre- 
gated school system anymore, 
but that the County Council and 
the school board won’t do so 
unless they have more money 
for schools. The sales tax pro- 
posal, which would be in effect 
for only two years, would raise 
$47 to $50 million for schools. 
It would follow the legislature’s 
authorizing a special sales tax 
for Ocean City to fund a new 
convention center. Green 
pointed out that the sales tax 
would be levied only if ap- 
proved by voters at a referen- 
dum. 


Planning and Zoning 


Councilmember Thomas 
White, who welcomed the rep- 
resentatives to Greenbelt, made 
note of the city’s efforts to seek 
planning and zoning authority. 
He told the legislators that two 
bills, PG-15 and PG-16 ap- 
peared on track. One makes 
the process easier for munici- 
palities to control development 
in revitalization areas and the 
other corrects a deficiency in 
enacted law requiring a two- 
thirds majority for the county 
council to overide a municipal 
zoning recommendation. 
Hubbard noted that the third 
bill, PG-17, which would give 


representatives. 


planning and zoning authority 
to Greenbelt, College Park and 
Bowie, would be acted on by 
his committee the following 
week. 


sa Correctional Education © 


Pat Unger of Lakeside Drive 
expressed concern with the 
governor's proposal to. cut out 
from the. correctional education 
program the. two upper level 
programs for high school GED 
instruction and its college pro- 
gram. She felt it would be. bet- 
ter to make ‘a out across the 


board by reducing all employee 


hours than by éliminating spe- 
cific jobs. The education pro- 
gram will still continue to teach 
uneducated prisoners to read at 
an adult level and to raise the 
reading, math. and language 
ability to the eighth grade level. 

Pitkin lamented that the. pub- 
lic doesn’t realize that if pris- 
oners don’t get the education 
that they need to hold a job, 
they are more apt to commit 
further crimes. Green said that 
the state economy will lose $2 
billion to $3 billion dollars in 
income and 20,000 to 36,000 
jobs, and the proposed budget 
reflects the lowest increase, 1/ 
10 of 1%, since 1941. The 
state also expects to lose an un- 
known amount of federal funds. 
Further, the legislature can’t in- 
crease the governor's budget. 
The only hope is that the finan- 
cial picture will look better in 
March and the legislature will 


make enough cuts, that funds 
_ can be restored for some of the 
-most.needed programs in the 
governor’s supplemental budget. 


Paroles 


Al Herling of Ridge Road 
was concerned that the gover- 
nor proposed eliminating pa- 
roles. He contended it cost a 
lot more money to keep a per- 
son in prison than to educate 
the person and release him/her 
to become a contributing mem- 
ber of society. Green noted 
that the elimination of parole 
applied only to persons who 
had committed violent crimes. 


Gun Control 


Herling also was concerned 
about the governor’s proposals 
for further gun control. Being 
restricted to the purchase of 
only one gun a month enabled 
someone to buy 12 guns a year. 
“What do we need with 12 
guns in a year?” he asked. 
Hubbard pointed out that it ap- 
plied to the resale of guns as 
well. He felt that it would 
curb the trafficking in guns 
now taking place by persons 
who pass background checks 
reselling them to persons who 
could not pass such a check. 
Pitkin, who is a co-sponsor of 
the legislation, noted that the 
law is working well in Virginia 
and that Maryland is now the 
easy place to buy guns in the 
Washington area. Green noted 
that at present the vote in com- 
mittee is 7 to 4 against the 


governor’s proposal and that al-- 


though the law may not be as 
strict as Herling would like, the 
chances for its passage were 
not good. 


Library Funds 


Library funding was another 
concern of Herling. 
don’t look at the library as part 
of our educational system then 
we are selling the libraries 
short and we are selling: our 
people short,” he said. Pitkin 
said that there was an addi- 
tional $2 million grant for 


Prince George’s libraries in last 


year’s state budget. “I don’t see 
that happening this year.” . 


Right-to-Work Law _ 


Lastly, Herling expressed his 
opposition to making Maryland 
a “right-to-work” state, calling 
that a misnomer.  “Right-to- 
work states are marvelous for 
corporations that don’t want to 
pay a decent wage,” he said. 
“It doesn’t give you the right to 
work, it gives you the right to 
work for much less.” | 

Pitkin noted that the 
globalization of the economy 
and the stagnation of wages 
were the forces driving the leg- 
islation. She noted the gover- 
nor is proposing legislation to 
permit collective bargaining by 
state and police employees. 
Hubbard contended _ that 
whether or not a state had a 
right-to-work law was not a 
significant factor in why com- 
panies chose to relocate. Busi- 
ness attitudes and climate were 
more important, as well as the 
time it takes to get permit ap- 
provals., 


Domestic Violence 


Emory Harman of Lastner | 


Lane said that he, too, was con- 
cerned about gun control. He 
was also concerned about curb- 
ing domestic violence. Pitkin 
said there were bills pending to 
prohibit insurance discrimina- 
tion for battered spouses and to 
permit lay advocates to bring 
matters before the state’s attor- 
neys. Hubbard and Green 
noted previous legislation en- 
acted to provide funds for do-

Esther Webb of Crescent 
Road said the state could save 
a lot of money if it provided 
for alternative sentencing for 
non-violent offenders and un- 
dertook programs to reduce 
teenage pregnancies. Pitkin 
criticized the Disruptive Youth 
Act for not going far enough. 
She advocated grants to get 
across to kids kicked out of 
school that they have damaged 
the community. “We need to 
build them back up,” she said. 
Green said the real crime prob- 
lem is with young people. 
Maryland ranks fifth in the 
country in the percent we put 
into our criminology expendi- 
tures, but ranks seventh in vio- 
lent crimes .committed and 
fourth in violent crimes com- 
mitted by youths, he said. He 
reported that he had been told 
that by 2010 the country will 
have 40 million youths who 


-will be fatherless, godless and 


jobless. The governor is to set 
up a commission on criminal 
sentencing and does have new 
initiatives for preventing teen- 
age pregnancies.

She 
said that her friends don’t un- 
derstand why she is so dedi- 
cated, but serving on the res- 
cue squad is natural to 
Bayles; she was raised around 
the firehouse. 

One of the GVFDRS° S 
baby-birthing champs is 22 
year old Tom Ray, a sergeant. 
So far, Ray has delivered 
three babies outside of hospi- 
tal delivery rooms, a claim 
many medical doctors cannot 
‘make! 

Life member Ken Stair 
started as a junior assistant 
firefighter at age 13, and has 
served for 33 years. He also 
was a Greenbelt police officer 


for 25 years, and is credited | 


with having found a lost child 
in the woods. 

The member who 
served longest is J. Paul Wil- 
liams, who started with the 
fire department 45 years ago 
when it was under the Juris- 
diction of the city. He was 
paid once every three months, 
and received 75 cents per 
call. He recalls that during 
World War II, 14 year olds 
and members of the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary were called upon to 
replace volunteers who were 
serving in the armed forces. 
In 1955, Williams became the 
first volunteer fire chief, and 
has spent a lifetime in com- 
munity service. 


Squad Service 

How do volunteers pass the 
time when there is nothing 
happening? Do they get rest- 
less? “During quiet times or 
restful periods there is always 
the suspense of the unknown 
future,” said Wynkoop. “The 
next call for help may be oc- 
curring at this very moment 
or it could be from someone 
_ that the firefighter knows.” 

When asked why they work

Warmth 


We had our end of 58-Court 
over for dinner Sunday night. 
John and I wanted to thank our 
neighbors for helping us during 
the blizzard. By Sunday the 
snow was almost gone; about all 
that remained were those white 
boulders where the plows piled 
the snow so high. But a nostal- 
gia remained, too. It was for the 
neighborliness everyone got 
caught up in after the storm hit. 

As cold as it was, warmth 
wrapped around our court. It 
wore boots with heavy socks, 
thick jackets, hats and gloves. 
And it carried shovels that slung 
snow. It watched out windows 
over Ridge Road when the plows 
scraped by and got ready to go 
out again and again to clear side- 
walks and parking space. — It al- 
most never worked alone because 
the sound of one shovel brought 
out the others.

That warmth has become the 
nostalgia we don’t want to let go 
of now that we must rush back to 
our schedules. That’s why 58-E, 
F, G, and H sat around our fire- 
place eating hot chili, talking 


about an upcoming trip to Ven- 


ezuela and favorite Civil War 
battles, the glow of long friend- 
ships (E and H date back 18 
years) flickering on our faces. 
But what I know about the 
warmth during the blizzard comes 
from my imagination. We 
weren't here. We were visiting 
John’s parents. The day we were 
to return to Greenbelt was the 
first day of the storm. Airports 
hardly opened that week and 
schools didn’t, so we stayed 
away. We called Eleanor in 58- 
G to get reality reports and make 
plans for our return, not knowing 
when that would be. We coped 
with that extra week of vacation 
the way any upstanding Greenbelt 
family stuck in Naples, Florida 
would: We looked for seashells 
and starfish on the beach after 
the storms, and went fishing. 
When the airports opened we 
knew it was time to face the 
snow.
